Vania Railroad. The locomotive jump- 
@d ithe track, the cars toppled over 
and. were, set on fire by exploding 
oil, the wrecked coaches having side- 
Wiped an oil tank along the track 
when. they left the rails. 

. The entire train was quickly en- 
Veloped in flamea and completely con- 
sumed by the fire. The eight missing 
Persons, seven of whom were women 
and lived in Utica. are believed to 
Haye burned to death in the wreck- 
age. The finding of charred bones led 
the railroad .wrecking crews to the 
conclusions that they are dead. 

The most seriously injured were re- 
moved to the Easton hospital, where 
two of them, Miss Eleanor Ruther- 
ford, a Utica teacher, and Charles M. 
Person of Stroudsburg, Pa., a Penn- 
sylvania Railway conductor, died on 
Saturday night, while W. M. Vanoy 
of Trenton, N.J., engineer of the train, 
succumbed early Sunday—morning. 

The physicians at the hospital said 
that moet of those in the hospital will 
get well. Those not injured and who 
were willing to return at once to their 
homes, left Martin’s Creek late Satur- 
day night. ’ 

The cause of the wreck has not ye 
been ascertained. The place where 
the accident occurred had been un- 
dergoing tepaira and unfinished work 
may have been responsible for the 
train leaving the track.

May 1.—All advices 
reaching here from Canton indicate a 
desperate condition of affairs in that 
eity. There are 30,000 soldiers within 
the walls, and there is creat fear that 
many of these would prove disloyal 
if it- appeared that the rebels were 
sbout to gain the upper hand. 

The rebels are strong: in numbers, 
and have carried on their work of 
destruction with fanatical bravery: 
They made an alta¢k upon hin ate 
vincial arsenal, but were repuls 
the troops under loyal officers. Many 


of the'revolutionists were killed, while, 


some of them fled to an unoccupied 
tice store and built a barricade with 
hundreds of bags of rice. The troops 
found great difficulty in assaulting 
the barricade, owing to bombs, which 
the rebels threw with great accurse 
Finally the store was set on fire, whi e 
the troops remained at some distance, 
to pick off those whe might seck to 
escape the flame’. Thirty or more of 
the rebels were burned to death, while 
others committed suicide with their 
revolvers rather than be taken. 
There has been ‘a gathering at Can- 
ton Istely of thuse oppasm! to the 
Manchu dynasty... A few days age 
several \humdred arri 
Kong. The plot to 
ernment was betrayed and the Ivaders 
ofthe movement urged the viceroy's 
dodyguard to join forces and kill the 
Manchus.

Paris ts the Only:City That Has 
Any Reat: Riots, 





French Capital ts Scene of Some 
Brisk Encounters’ Between Troops 
and Labor Men and Hard Fighting 
Occurs Toward Night — British 
Leader Scores Workmen For Their 
Poor Attendance at London. 


Paris, May 2.—During the daylight 
hours the extra troops and those from 
the Paris garrison and the police had 
little trouble with thé crowds of work: 
ingmen who gathered to: celebrate 

{May Day with great denionstrations, 
ibut late in the evening things took 
on a livelier aspect, and there were 
jmaoy collisions in the streets. About

part spectators, gathered in the Place 
de la Concorde and the adjacent 
| Streets. The troops and police finally 
isucceeded in dispersing them. and

quietly than ever before known.

than the civil, Sentence of death was 
readily decreed and as promptly exo- 
cuted.

Loaser peralties, not capital, but 
physical, and causing pain with perma- 
nent degradation, wore , maiming, 
branding the cheek or forehead, boring 
the tongue, or cutting the nose’ and’ 
cars.

Philadelphia, May 15.—Avery Me- 
Clain and © Miss Bessie Smith, who 
were arrested in ‘Toronto last Thurs- 
day, yesterday endeavored to commit 
suicide 4s tho train upon which they 
Were passengers in custody of detec- 
tives pulled into” the outskirts of 
Philadelphia, where they were being 
brought to answer charges of stealing 
$2,500 worth of jewelry.

“By putting on a prohibitory duty on barley —in 1890 
Congress had cut off the suppy of the’ Eastern maltsters, But 
We are still in the game,"” he said, ‘a little tired, sometimes 
discouraged, «and a tritle sore, but still doing business at the 
old stand.** j 

Continuing, he said western maltsters had all the advan- 
tage as they had-at their doors 170,000,000 bushels of barley, 
while the duty prohibited the importation of Canadian grain, 
the best in the world. He showed that an increase: of 25,° 
000,000 bushels in one year had lowered the’ price only 7 of 
a cent per bushel. Why, then, fear the five ae ted million 
bushels that might be imported frdm Canada? : 

“We have heard much," he continued, ‘about ignorance 
in the east. lam going to retaliate. Auy rural editor, ‘any 
body of farmers, or any one else, who claims that the duty.on 
barley benefitted the American farmer does not ‘know what: he 
is talking about. . re ge 

“That is strong language, but I have the government sae, 
tistics to bear-me out. For 17 yearr prior to1840"the Amer-" > 
ican farmer repeived 61.6 cents average pet bushel, for barley, 
but during the subsequent 57 years he received . only 43.4 
cents, a loss of 18.2 cents per year. Let the farmers wake>up 
and see what they are losing.”’ : 

Senator McCumber read a letter from Milwaukee to the 
effect that there was no market for barley. 

“How do you reconcile that with your statement. that 
there is none offered on the Buffalo market?" he asked. 

“What is the date of that letter?” asked Burns quickly. 

“February 1,"° replied) McCumber. 

Mr, Burns then informed him that the Buffalo maltsters 
bought their winter supplies previous to the close’ of naviga- 
tion ald that every year there was a dull market while navi- 
gation wax suspended. It hittsreopened and there was pow 
a lively market.

* ter," said McCumber. ‘‘They say the elevator men are afraid 
to buy because this treaty may go through." oy

“Would you consent to taking the duty off: malt?*> in- 
quired McCumber. 

“I don't give a snap of my finger,"’ replied Burns, suit- 
ing the action to the word, “if you teke the duty off of malt 
or beer. It was a wicked thing to do,”’ he added, ‘‘to destroy 
the barley and injure the malt industry. of Western New 
York by.a prohibitive tariff.” 


While it would be ‘presumption on the part of The Intelligencer to 
contradict n gentleman so well versed in his business as Mr. Burns 
evidently is, as fo the effect of reciprocity, were conditions thé same 
to-day as they were previous, to 1890, yet we here make the confident 
assertion that, in that respect, Mr. ‘Burns is completely mistaken as 
lo present circumstances. : 

The imposition by the United States in 1890 of a prohibitory duty 
on Canadian barley virtually ended the culture of ‘that cereal in the 
Bay, of Quinte district and adjoining counties, whence the maltstera 
of New York: State derived their supplies. The consequence was that 
the farmers of this region turned their attention, perforce, to other 
branches of agriculture, arul fruit growing, which have proved so much 
more profitable than barley growing that théir financial condition: has 
vastly improved und their lands have inercased in yalue by at least 
thirty per cent. : 

Burley such as was exported from the Bay district previous*to the 
imposition of the prohibitive duty—the hard, bright. six-rowed grain, 
which U.S. maltsters sought because of its color and saccharine qual- 
ities, which, if it were slightly colored by rain or moisture, was worth 
3¢. or soe. less per bushel than if it were light in color—is no longer 
grown hereabouts. It has been replaced by a burley which is darker 
in color and yields more heavily, und is used for feeding purposes, The 
reason for this chunge of seed, us given to The Intelligeucer by a farm: 
er who grew six-rowed barley up to 1890, is that the old kind of barley 
which used to yicll from 18 to 35 bushels per acre, according to the 
quality of thé land, would not nov average more than 10 bushels per 
ucre. Extensive enquiry among farmers in the district has confirmed 
this stuterment, and none of those who were consulled could give n 
reason for the altered condition of affairs. fat 

Finally, were conditions as to the raising of bright barley the same 
now that they were twenty-one years ayo, it would not be. grown here, 
because dairying, with its kindred industries, is much more profitable 
than the cultivation of barley. for malting. 

So the maltsters of New York State will have to look elsewhere 
than to Canada for their supplies.

ROME, May 29.—An encyclical, ad- 
dressed by Pope Pius to the -Romau 
Gatholic Bishops throughout the 
world: strongly deploring\the anti-r+- 
ligious attitude of the Government of 
the Portuguese republic, was officially 
published at the Vatican to-day.’
